An- 
drew Carnegie explained the objects 
he had in view in these words •

Mr Carnegie proceeded to say that 


he had provided for his experiment in 
his will more than twenty years ago 
but his retirement from business en- 
abled him to put the scheme into op- 
eration during his life time. The prob- 
lem set to the trustees was—"What 
can be done in town" to oenent uie 
masses by atoney In the hands ot the 
most public spirited citizen*^" If It 
was proved that good could be done,

ALL NEGROES 


From the Navy Ii the Order Issued 


by the Administration to 


Recruiting Officers. 


A dispatch from Washington says: 
"The negro as a part of the enlisted 


force of the United States navy is to 
be eliminated. Hereafter, it is to be 
the policy of the recruiting agencies 
of tbe navy to discourage- the enlist- 
ment of black men for service on 
American warships. 
A system of 


elimination is to he inaugurated, and 
while it is to be put into operation 
gradually, it will eventually weed out 
every negro serving before the mast 
and In the enlisted force of the navy. 


"At present there are about 29.000 


enlisted men in the navy, of which 
number GOO are colored. It is stated 
that this action has been determined 
upon on account of the dissatisfaction 
felt by the white men of the navy by 
reason of unavoidable association with 
the blacks on shipboard. The white 
men object especially to being obliged 
to mess with the negroes on board 
ship. They also object to other forms 
of the service, which compel them to 
regard the negroes as their equals in 
every respect. 


"From time to time there have been 


grumblings and evidences of discon- 
tent, and officers of the service have 
come to the conclusion that it would 
be in the interest, of good order and 
discipline on board ship and on shore 
to 'Organize a white navy and allow 
the blacks to disappear from the ser- 
vice.
